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Sidney School Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sibign: 


I hereby submit my tenth annual report of the schools 
for the year ending February 10, 1928. 

In many respects this has been a very favorable year 
among the schools. The weather during the fall and win- 
ter terms has been unusually fine; there have been few 
colds among the children and a good attendance was main- 
tained. 

At the beginning of the fall term it was necessary to 
hire six new teachers, as follows: Margaret Conant, Clark 
School, Elizabeth Brown, Lewis School, Edith Grover, Field 


School, Velma Perkins, Bacon Corner School, Grace Pink- 


erton, Quaker Hill School, and Bessie Webster, Sawtelle 
School. 

Of this number five were graduates of the Normal 
School, and the success of this group as a whole has been 
good. There has been a few interruptions in the school | 
work during the year. Miss Pinkerton at Quaker Hill was 
obliged to leave her school during the middle of the six- 
teenth week, on account of sickness. It was thought ad- 
visable to close this school at this time, rather than to hire 
a substitute teacher for the three weeks remaining. 
This school will begin earlier in the spring than the other 
schools so that no time will be lost in this district. 

There has been an epidemic of whooping cough, both in 
the Field district and the Cowan district.. The Field school 
was put off one week at the time of the winter vacation so 
that all the pupils returned at the beginning of the winter 
term. In the Cowan district the school was held in session 
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as more than half of the pupils were in attendance and the 
sickness was confined to the first and second grade pupils. 
These pupils will receive special attention on their return 
to school in the spring . 


REPAIRS 


During the summer considerable repair work has been 
done among the schools. Cement vaults with proper vents, 
were installed in five districts and new sheds were built in 
districts number 4, 5, 6, and 9. 

In districts number 5 and 6 it was necessary to build new 
out-buildings but at the Cowan school and the Lewis school 
the old shed was enlarged and rebuilt at quite a saving in 
cost. These old closets and sheds were past repair and 
should have been discarded long ago, In all the school 
buildings of the town, with the exception of one, the closet 
and woodshed are reached only by way of the school room 
and at all times the pupils are under the direct supervision 
of the teacher. 

Among the minor repairs is listed the shingling of the 
building in district number 5, new curtains and a new roof 
on the outbuilding at the Clark School, larger vents at the 
Thayer Corner School, windows and larger vents at the 
Sawtelle School and the repair of the chemical closets at the 
Town Farm School. | 

The building at Quaker Hill is in very poor condition, 
both as to the interior plaster and the foundation. This is 
practically a new building, and had the foundation been 
right at the beginning, the building would now be in’ good 
repair. Some work was done here, on the foundation late 
in the fall. Three new cement piers were placed on the 
east side. These piers were sunk five feet below the level | 
of the ground. The building was also levelled so far as it 
was possible. It was necessary to lower the north east 
corner 16 inches in order to bring it in line with the 
front east corner. This work is not complete. All the re- 
maining piers of which there are some twenty in number, 
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should be excavated and lowered at least one foot, and the 
foundation of the chimney should be treated in the same 
manner. 

This annual upheaval by the frost has thrown the whole 
building out of square, the plaster on the walls of the main 
room and the halls have either fallen off or has started off. 
Therefore these walls must be plastered another year as it 
is most difficult to heat the room in its present condition. 

The foundation of the building at Thayer Corner must be 
repaired. A cellar was made under this building about 
four feet deep, and the frost has thrown the walls in and 
out to such an extent, that it is only a question of a short 
_ time before this building will actually fall into the cellar. 
Such an accident would call for a large expenditure of re- 
pair money. It has been estimated that to rebuild this wall 
would cost $400. | 

I would therefore suggest that we raise a sum of money 
to repair the foundations both at the Thayer’s Corner and 
at Quaker Hill schools. 


HIGH SCHOOL TUITION 


I wish to call your attention to an act of the last legisla- 
ture regarding the amount of high school tuition, which a 
town, not supporting a free high school, is obliged to pay. 

Under the old law children could enter any approved 
school in the state after they had been properly certified, 
and the town was liable for an annual tuition of sixty dol- 
lars per pupil. Under the new law, however, the town may 
be liable for a tuition, per pupil, not to exceed $100. 

The amount of tuition that a secondary school may de- 
mand, or charge to a town, is based upon the cost per pupil 
during the preceeding year. 

In many of the smaller high schools the yearly cost, per 
pupil does not exceed $60 per year, thus these schools 
charge that amount, but several of the larger schools, 
among them Kent’s Hill and Cony High, have lawfully 
raised their tuition to $100. 
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The cost of schooling per pupil, in secondary schools is. 
gradually increasing, and we may look for an increase soon, 
in all the schools of the state. 

Thus in making a recommendation for an appropriation 
for high school tuition, we can make simply an estimate of 
the amount needed.
